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May 3.—In regard to the quality of his 
handiwork the millwright has an advantage 
which he is very foolish to ever let go from 
his grasp. If a man is in the habit of doing 
work there is no need of useless hours being 
spent on a simple job like wooding a beating- 
engine bed-plate, or cutting a pedestal box 
seat in a timber. Some of the ‘‘old school” 
millwrights would spend several hours on such 
jobs for the sole purpose of putting in time, 
and drawing their pay therefor Such men 
are serving two masters all the time, and they 
are a disgrace to the profession of millwiight- 
ing ; yet these men are not half as bad as the 
scamps who skim over a job and represent it 
to be well done, when in reality the whole 
thing is a botchanda sham. The slow, pot- 
tering millwright is a gentleman by the side of 
the sham workman, for whatever work does 
pass the time-killer’s hands may be well re- 
garded as executed to a great degree of perfec- 
tion and to be good and solid, clear through, 
whereas the ‘‘lightning sham dodger” man 
will give out work dangerous to start and 
unsafe to run.

world as a competent mill wright. 
the boy may be tapping nuts for flume-bolts, 


or cutting the threads thereon. It may be in 
a case where the bolt-making has got behind- 
hand, and therefore the boy has two or three 
masters, all of them ‘‘in a hurry.” The boy, 
willing to exert himself to the utmost, crowds 
the tap a little too fast and cracks a nut, and 
must decide at once, off-hand at that, whether 
he will make himself into a good man or a 
rascal, 

The boy knows that if he stops to make a 
new nut, two or three of his masters will be at 
him at once, loud-mouthed and, perhaps, pro- 
fane, to find out why he is ‘‘ all the time crack- 
ingso many nuts.” The boy well knows how 
such a ‘‘cussing” will sound and how un- 
pleasant it is to take ; so, not having the cour- 
age to face the music and serve the master 
**honest work,” he daubs a little black grease 
over the cracked nut, slips it on the rod and 
begins right there the serving of master cheat 
and dishonesty. 

Nobody is to blame for a scamp millwright 
in this case, except the men for whom this boy 
was at work. Buta word or two from them, 
a question instead of a ‘‘ cussing,” and this boy 
would have finished a sound nut instead of a 
cracked one, and have become a good, honest 
workman, instead of a scamp. 

Let every foreman be fair with the boys in 
his charge. Let him treat them more like men, 
less like mere machines, out of whom the 
greatest possible amount of work must be got, 
and the quality of millwrights will be greatly 
improved. 

Sometimes a boy has that natural force of 
character which leads him to defy his foreman, 
and to turn out good work in spite of all ob- 
stacles. Such a boyshould receive encourage- 
ment from the foreman, instead of being 
treated to sharp words and grumbling at 
every little pull-back which unavoidably 
occurs, 

It is not unusual to hear a foreman ‘damn 
a boy all up in a heap” for some mistake or 
shortcoming, but it is a mistake, and by no 
other means will the raft of ‘* pickaxe wood- 
butchers” be so greatly increased. Give the 
boys achance, They are as sensitive as you, 
and a kind word or a kick are much quicker 
noticed than they would be by you. 

May 4.—The ways of some machine shops 
are beyoni comprehension, About three weeks 
ago a bevel gear on the water-wheel shaft 
showed signs of giving out. The shaft was 
carefully callipered and a wire made to fit the 
largest part of the shaft over which the gear 
must pass. This wire was sent to the shop 
from which the old gear came and the size, 
pitch of gear and number of teeth were sent 


with the wire measure. In due time the new 
gear arrived ; the crown gear was taken off 


from the water-wheel shaft, the new gear

eter in one direction than it was when meas- 


ured at right angles to the first plane meas- 
ured. 

Here wasacase! Ten miles to a machine 
shop, and Saturday noon fast approaching ! 
At the point where the gear stuck upon 
the shaft a key-way wascut. The gear went 
down over the end of the key-way about four 
I made a steel cutter which would 
just drive into the key-way ; then I filled up 
the cutter so that it callipered (including the 
shaft) just the size I wanted the gear to be 
when bored. A stick of timber was lashed to 
the gear to keep it from revolving, the chain 
falls were attached to take the weight off of the 
gear, and then the water- 
wheel was started up. 

The hub of 
soon began to heat, 
a hose from the fire-pump 
delivered a stream of 
water on the shaft just 
above the gear and the 
heat was kept down. by 
lowering slowly on the 
chain-fal's the gear was 
fed gradually over the 
cutter, the only trouble 
occurring when the cutter 
struck into the gear key- 
seat, but this was quickly 
cured by stopping the 
wheel, wiping the gear 
dry and pouring melted 
antimony into the key- 
seat while it was resting 


the gear 
but 


upon a smooth place on 
the wheel-shaft. 

It was impossible 
lower slowly enough with 
the chain-falls, as the cut- 
ter would take one smali chip and when the 
gearcame down a little more the cutter would 
gouge in and get a chip % inch wide. Twice 
I broke the cutter in this way, and then seta 
jack-screw on fop of the gear, put a shore there- 
on, and ran the shore up to a heavy timber 
overhead. Thenlhadit. By tightening the 
jack-screw 1-16 of an inch the desired feed was 
obtained, and once in three or four cuts the 
falls were slacked a link or two, the give of 
chain and timber permitting the screw to force 
the gear down a little without slacking the 
falls, thus making a smooth cut possible. 

I remember a similar job where the gear 
went snug and was driven 4 feet by two four- 
teen-pound sledge hammers. The hub was 
battered all to pieces when the gear was 
finally driven home, and as the key-ways in 
the gear and shaft did not member, the mill 
was driven six weeks byfriction alone. Then 
the gear slipped and the key was put in. 

Once, also, a gear was rigged with two sets 
of falls, one to pull the gear on and the other 
to haul it off. Some water and sharp sand were 
placed on the shaft; the gear was anchored 
by a couple of timbers and soon ground home. 
This was called a most unmechanical proceed- 
ing by some mechanics who heard of the 
operation, but if in mill repairing a quick 
method can be found which will save ten or 
fifteen hours of filing, then I shall invariably 
choose that method, even if some people call 
itunmechanical. At any rate, it cannot be 
more unmechanical than the boring of an oval 
hole, or a hole 1-32 of an inch smaller than 
the given measure. 

May 5.—Of all abominable things I believe 
the worst is a set of washer stands which have 
been through a fire. I put in a set to-day, 
The stands were bent and the racks, too, were 
crooked. It is nonsense to use such ma-

chinery, but where the owner has them on | 


hand he hugs his pocket-book until ig feels so 
tired that new machinery is not to be thought of. 

I straightened the crooked racks, They 
were nearly an inch out, I built up a big fire 
in the forge, got a bushel of coal nicely ig-

nited, then put in the racks and shut off 
the blast. When they were nicely heated to 
a bright cherry red I took a rack, put itina 
shafting-straightener and squeezed it straight. 
The rack did not offer to break, and I served 
the other rack the same way and then straight- 
ened the stands also. 

Once a beater-roll spindle was straightened 
in the same way. A fire was built around it, 
out of doors, and kept up for twenty-four 
hours. Then one end of the spindle was put 
under the sill of a building and a jack-screw 
placed under the hot bend with the crooked 
place down. A little nice work straightened 
the spindle with a single heat, and it has been 
in constant use ever since. 

Almost any small cast-iron article may be 
greatly changed in shape by heating to a red 
heat, then squeezing in the vise. Malleable 
iron articles can be welded by riveting together 
and then taking a welding heat and giving a 
squeeze in the vise before touching with the 
hammer. After squeezing apply the hammer 
very lightly at first, and increase the force of 
the blows as the iron gets cooler.

few miles out in the country. I have been 
down there and looked the boiler all over, and 
find that the tubes have been badly eaten by 
some boiler compound. It is very easy to find 
a compound which will loosen scale in a steam- 
boiler. Only an analysis of the feed-water is 
necessary to determine what chemical is re- 
quired to do the business, but it often happens, 
as in this case, that what loosens the scale will 
loosen the iron as well. 

When scale is discovered in a boiler the best 
thing to do is to change the water, if possible. 
If well-water is being used build a tank and 
try rain-water for a month or two. To be 
sure, this is not always practicable, but in very 
few cases can a boiler be found which cannot 
get a change of water through a little engineer- 
ing and the use of a few brains. 

After a boiler gets covered with scale I let 
it stand full of water until cold ; then draw off 
the water, wash out the mud and sediment 
with a hose ; have the scale removed by the 
cold chisel and hammer. Then a good live- 
steam heater must be employed and the lime 
or earthy matter precipitated before it reaches 
the boiler. 

There is no other way to get rid of scale and 
its attendant evils unless a good condenser is 
put in, and the water once free of impurities is 
used over and over again. It is strange in- 
deed that, with this simple method open to 
boiler users, so many of them do not utilize it. 

In paper mills especially there is room for 
the condensing engine, and why a big uni- 
versal condenser should not accommodate all of 
the engines in the mill is a question in steam- 


engineering not yet settled to the writer's 
satisfaction 
Many mills return nearly every drop of 


water of condensation from all manner of 
heating and drying circulations, and the con- 
densing scheme may be much more fully car- 
ried out than at present, giving longer life to 
thousands of boiler tubes and to hundreds 
of boilers. 

Exhaust-steam feed-water heaters will often 
precipitate mud, sand and other earthy mat- 


ters held in mechanical suspension, but when 
the solution is chemically combined, the live- 
steam heater only will do the business, though 
the ordinary heater sometimes helps to a 


certain degree.

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Machine for Making Sheathing- 
Paper. 








The illustration shows the design of an 
improved machine for making sheathing or 
other coated paper in which the edges are to 
be kept free from the composition applied. 
Hitherto this has been effected by applying 
the melted pitch, asphalt, or other substance 
to the paper by means of a roll narrower than 
the paper itself. This involved, where two- 
ply paper was to be prepared, the use of an 
extra roller for applying the composition, the 
two plies then being united by passing through 
regular rollers of full width. Again, by this 
process and mechanism a limited amount only 
of pitch could be applied, as it was all derived 
from the surface of a roller. No approach to 
immersion of the fabric was possible. 

With this machine these features are avoid- 
ed. As regards the inner 
surfaces, the sheets of 
paper are immersed in a 
body of the coating ma 
terial, which is confined 
to the centre or any de- 
sired section of the sheets. 
Adjustments may be pro- 
vided for by which the 
width of this coated por- 
_ tion may be changed... 

The apparatus can be 
adjusted to paper of dif- 
ferent thickness and to 
irregularities in the sheets 
without stopping the ma- 
chine. 

The cut presents a 
perspective view of the 
machine. R R are two 
rollers of the usual de- 
scription, mounted on a 
frame, A, one or both 
of which may be mounted 
in adjustable bearings, as 
shown, whereby these roll- 
ers can be adjusted as regards their distance 
from each other by screws, a, or equivalent de- 
vices. Paper is fed to and between the rolls 
from two rolls, B B, or other source of supply. 
The two sheets pass over the upper surface of 
the rollers R R and down between them. The 
space between the rollers is adjusted so as to 
suit the thickness of the sheets, and yet so as 
not to be too tight to admit of a proper sup- 
ply of the pitch or other material being pre- 
served on and fed through with the paper. 

Two retaining-pieces, C C, are provided, of 
such shape as to fit closely against the surface 
of the paper where it is in contact with the 
upper and inner surface of the rolls at x x. To 
adapt the pieces C to the distance of the rolls 
from each other they are formed of two simi- 
lar overlapping parts, C’, and adjustment of 
these parts C’ to meet these changes is pro- 
vided for by bolts, y, and slots, y’, By these the 
lateral adjustment is effected. To meet varia- 
tions in the thickness of the paper, screws, ¢ c, 
working in slotted lugs, d @, on the parts C’ and 
entering threaded apertures, ¢ ¢, in the frame 
are provided. The pieces C can be raised or 
lowered equally at each end, or either end may 
be adjusted independently of the other. Thus, 
if thicker paper comes from one side than from 
the other, a special adjustment of one end of 
the pieces C can be made. The width of the 
uncoated margin or of the space to be coated 
is regulated by the bolts G G uniting the 
pieces C C, The object is to have these 
pieces fit against the paper as tightly as com- 
patible with the general operation of the ma- 
chine. 

The operation is as follows: The rollers are 
revolved, drawing the two pieces of paper 
down between them. The space included be- 
tween the rollers and the retaining-pieces |

of the material, according to the lateral adjust- 
ment of the rollers. Owing to the close fit be- 
tween the side pieces and paper, no lateral 
spreading of the composition takes place. 
Even if there were a tendency to such spread- 
ing, the continual new supply of paper would 
effectually prevent it. By adjusting the space 
between the rollers more or less of the com- 
position will be carried down, adhering to or 
absorbed by the paper. The margins in any 
case are kept clean and perfectly free from 
any composition. This feature makes the 
product suitable for transportation and con- 
venient handling, as the pitch or tar does not 
escape from the inner surfaces on account of 
this margin. 

The foregoing is a description of the ma- 
chine and its operation where the two retain- 
ing-pieces are employed to produce two clean 
Margins ; one retaining -piece may be dis- 
pensed with and a paper obtained with one 
margin or portion only protected. Then a 
regular exterior side piece has to be employed, 
such as is shown in dotted lines at E. The 
piece C may then be set at any point, so that 
only one-half or less of the paper may be 


coated or cemented,

Manufacture of Caustic Soda. 

This is an improvement upon the Liwig 
process for manufacturing caustic alkalies by 
heating their carbonates with oxide of iron, 
used in stated proportions, in closed retorts or 
muffles, or, as an alternative, in reverberatory 
furnaces. It is intended to obviate to a very con- 
siderable extent the w ue! cH

or even reverberatory furnaces, are employed. 
The ordinary low-test carbonate of soda of 
commerce (soda ash), especially that made by 
the Le Blanc process, is not well suited for 
this process, which requires a most intimate 
mixture of the carbonate of soda with the 
oxide of iron, and for this reason a high-test 
carbonate of soda, obtained by heating the 
bicarbonate of soda obtaired by the ammonia- 
soda process to a moderate temperature, not 
exceeding 300° Centigrade is preferred. The 
carbonate of soda so obtained is an infinitesi- 
mal fine powder, which by proper mixing ap- 
paratus can be brought into the most inti- 
mate contact with the oxide of iron. Good 
results can also be obtained by using the mix- 
ture of monocarbonate and bicarbonate of soda, 
which is obtained by heating the bicarbonate 
of soda of the ammonia-soda process to a tem- 
perature of between 80° and 100° Centigrade, 
until all the ammonia contained in the said bi- 
carbonate has been driven off ; or the bicarbon- 
ate of soda from the ammonia-soda process 
may directly be mixed with the necessary 
quantity of oxide of iron, and this mixture be 
heated to obtain caustic soda. In this latter 
case the mixture of bicarbonate of soda and 
oxide of iron is heated, in the first instance, 
in closed apparatus, such as are now used in 
ammonia-soda works for converting the bicar- 
bonate into monocarbonate of soda, and which 
allow of the collection and utilization of the 
ammonia and carbonic acid given off in the 
operation. 
ate of soda and oxide of iron obtained in this 
closed apparatus is then transferred while still 
hot into another apparatus or furnace, where 
it is submitted to the necessary temperature 
for driving out the rest of the carbonic acid in 
order to obtain caustic soda. 

It has been found in practice, when working 
the process as described, that as soon as the 
reaction has once commenced the mixture of 
alkaline carbonate with oxide of iron becomes 
surrounded by an atmosphere of nearly pure 
carbonic acid produced by the reaction itself, 
In such an atmosphere the reaction itself pro- 
ceeds very slowly. Even in the ordinary rever- 
beratory furnace the carbonic acid, being much 
heavier than the fire-gases passing through the 
furnace, remains near the floor of the furnace, 
surrounds the materials employed, and pre- 
vents the reaction proceeding with sufficient 
rapidity and completeness. If, however, the 
process is carried out in such a way as to con-

Reports from paper makers and paper 
dealers continue in the same tenor as hereto- 
fore —nothing to complain of but low prices. 
The mills generally are well supplied with 
orders, while some of them seem to be unable 
to fillorders as fast as the paper is wanted. I 
hear of a paper dealer who during the past 
two weeks has been forced to decline orders 
for quick delivery owing to the inability of the 
mills whose product he handles to fill them. 
Another house, a manufacturing stationer, 
claims to have been waiting for a month for a 
few cases of flats to replenish his stock of 
blank-books, and he is still waiting. How 
general such reports may be it is impossible to 
say, but the actual state of trade, gauged by 
the demand, is considered very gooi. If 
prices could only be elevated a little the wear 
and tear of the paper maker’s mental powers 
would be less.

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time comprise a total of 4,487 bales, of which 
there were 1,486 bales of rags, 520 bales of 
manillas, 287 bales of paper waste and 2,194 
bales of miscellaneous grades. 

Other imports include 1,104 bags and 187 
bales of sizing, 82 casks of china clay and 24 
casks of Southern clay, and 10 cases of ultra- 
marine.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has adopted the following rules of practice in 
cases and proceedings before it : 

1. When commission will hold 
its general sessions daily, except 
Saturdays and Sundays, for the reception and hearing 
of petitions and complaints, and for the transaction of 
such other business as may be brought before it. The 
sessions will be held at the office of the commission in 
the Suwa Building, No. 1315 F street Northwest. When 
special meetings are held at other places such regula- 
tions as may be necessary will be made by the commis-

2. Applications under the fourth section of the act for 
authority to charge less for longer than for shorter dis- 
tances for the transportation of passengers or property 
must be made by petition addressed to the commission 
by the carrier or carriers desiring the relief. The 
petition must state with particularity the extent of the 
relief desired and the points at and between which 
authority is asked to charge less for lenger distances ; 
the reasons for the relief sought must also be set forth 
and the facts upon which the application is founded. 
The petition must be verified by some officer or agent 
of the carrier in whose behalf it is presented, to the 
effect that the allegations of the petition are true to the 
knowledge or belief of the affiant. Notice must be pub- 
lished by a petitioner in not less than two newspapers 
along the line of the road, having general circulation, 
for at least ten days prior to the presentation of a 
petition, stating briefly the nature of the relief intended 
to be applied for and the time when the application will 
be presented, and the proof of such publication must be 
filed with the petition. 

3. Upon the presentation of a petition for relief an 
investigation will be made by the commission at a time 
and place to be designated, when testimony will be re- 
ceived for and against the prayer of the petition. After 
investigation the commission will make such order as 
may appear to be just and appropriate upon the facts 
and circumstances of the case. 

4. Complaints under Section 13 of the act of anything 
done or omitted to be done by any common carrier sub- 
ject to the provisions of the act in contravention of the 
provisions thereof must be made by petition, which must 
briefly state the facts which are claimed to constitute a 
violation of the act and must be verified by the petition- 
er or by some officer or agent of the corporation, soci- 
ety, or other body or organization making the complaint, 
to the effect that the allegations of the petition are true 
to the knowledge or belief of the affiant. The complainant

The desired result may be advantageously | 
attained by using a cylindrical or barrel- 
shaped furnace revolving on a horizontal or 
nearly horizontal axis and lined with fire-clay 
blocks in such a way as to form a number of 
projecting radial ribs or breakers of fire- 
brick parallel to the axis of the cylinder. In 
some cases, in place of projecting ribs, the 
lining can be arranged in the form of steps or 
serrations, one face of which is radial, the 
other tangential, curved or oblique to the 
radius.

The papers had upon them accounts of

I think that these documents ought to 
be made the subject of archzological inquiry. 
They may tell us something new about the 
antiquity of paper making.

S. J. B. Rolland, Rolland Paper Company, 
St. Jerome, Quebec.—The demand for paper 
with us has been very good, but we have been 
suffering from low prices in the same way 
that American paper manufacturers have. 
American makers have been cutting into us, 
even to a greater extent than foreign makers. 
The advance in duties on paper imported into 
Canada will help us. The tariff is uniform 
and there is no discrimination as against the 
papers of any country, all paying the same 
rate of duty without regard to where they 
come from. This new regulation will bear 


| more heavily against European paper manu- 


facturers than those of the United States. We 
are gradually beginning to believe in a pro- 
tective tariff, and I believe that it will be of 
great advantage tous. The duty is 25 per 
cent. on all kinds of paper, except ruled 
paper, on which the rate will be 35 per cent., 
envelopes and blank-books being charged 
a like amount.

The address of the evening was by Mr. 
Ammidown, who spoke as follows : 


In response to the suggestion that I should say a few 
words on protection I will not do more than touch upor. 
some of the more general aspects of the subject. 

The first thought which comes upin any candid in- 
quiry about it is that protection is natural and in accord 
with the habits of men. It prevails in the family as re- 
gards its relations with other families or with society. 
It pervades society as regards the relations of each part 
with every other. It characterizes the laws which 
guard the citizen from the dangers that spring from 
avarice or crime or negligence. It protects society as 
a whole against the injurious actions or aims of its com- 
ponent parts. It is applied, not only to health and 
morals, but to property. The State covers all its subjects 
in all their relations with the panoply of protection, and 
thereby aims to promote the greatest happiness of all. 

If we pursue the inquiry further in this direction we 
shall see that the higher the civilization the more com- 
plicated the social and business relations become, and 
the broader and deeper are the applications of the benefi- 
cent policy of protection. On the other hand we see 
that where there is no protection barbarism prevails. 
The protective policy is therefore natural and in all the 
relations of life indispensable. 

It is, however, disputed by some that this almost 
universal policy should be applied to our commercial 
relations with foreign countries. There may be rea- 
sons why it should not be applied to these foreign rela- 
tions, though applied with advantage everywhere else. 

If we consider this matter theoretically it seems to be 
very clear that foreign relations should form no excep- 
tion to the general rule. 

Theoretically considered, the development of a na- 
tion’s industrial resources, the diversification of em- 
ployments, the creation of manufacturing and mechani- 
cal industries augment the wealth of the people. I will 
not annoy you with statistics, but refer to only a brief 
statement from the last census, where we find that 
seven millions of farmers produced less than three mil- 
lions of value, while less than three millions of manu- 
facturers produced more than five millions of value. 
The farmers turned out about one-fourth their capital. 
The manufacturers turned out nearly twice their 
capital. 

What is the significance of this? It is evident that 
the whole product of a people must be divided among 
them ; that if the annual product is small that is all they 
can have to live upon. If it is large they have it all 
and their means of living are large in prcportion. It 
follows that, within harmonious limits, the industries 
which turn out the largest value annually contribute 
most to the wealth of the nation. It also follows that 
the national policy which develops those industries 
most vigorously and most successfully is the best policy 
to secure the largest measure of annual income for the 
people, and most contributes to their material and social 
advancement. 

Such is the theoretical view of the advantage and 
working of the protective policy as applied to our rela- 
tions with foreign nations. Test it by the results of 
such a policy in this country during the past twenty-five 
years, and the theory is abundantly justified. Our 
country and our people have flourished beyond all com- 
parison more than ever before and more than any other 
in the world. Edward Atkinson thinks that we might 
have done even more without protection. But he re- 
minds me in this of the comments of an extreme temper- 
ance man—probably a prohibitionist—on the death of 
a man who had lived 106 years, and during all his 
life had been a regular consumer of whiskey. Well, 
said the prohibitionist, if our friend had not been so 
fond of whiskey, who knows how much longer he 
would have lived ? 

If we look fcr the causes of the greater productivity 
of manufacturing, we shall find the chief cause to be 
the utilizauon of the powers of water and steam. 
Every horse-power directed and controlled by man in 
the production of value is equal to eight men so em- 


ployed. Four millions of water and steam horse-power 
are so employed in this country under the fostering 
care of our protective policy. It may be doubted if 
even one-tenth of these mechanical powers of water 
and steam would have been brought into use except for 
the encouragement of the protective tariff. Four mil: 
lion horse-powers equal thirty-two millions of men 
working tirelessly in the creation of national wealth. 
They constitute a working power, a wealth-producing 
power, more than twice as great as all the workingmen 
of the nation. The wealth they produce belongs to the 
people. It is distributed among them, used and con- 
sumed by them, and when we consider the extent of this 
power, the rapidity of its growth, the vastness of the 
stream of value which annually proceeds from it, con- 
stituting more than half the entire annual product of 
the nation, we no longer wonder at the wealth, vigor, 
contentment and rapid improvement of our people. It 
is the fruit of the American protective policy, which 
in that alone finds its complete defense. 

Look for a moment at the indirect effects of the em- 
ployment under our protective system of this vast 
army of workers, inspired by the force ot water 
and steam. They demand the labor of thousands to 
supply their wants. They set in motion the miners of 
coal and of metals ; they cause the erection of machine 
shops and stimulate the mental energies of thousands 
to discover new methods and new appliances. It would 
be hard to reach the outer limit of the fields of labor 
which owe their existence to the demands of water and 
steam utilized in industrial work. 

The general effects of that widening of our industrial 
fields due to a protective tariff,so far as regards the 
material and social advantages of our people—higher 
wages, greater savings, comforts and luxuries en- 
joyed, higher education, quickened intelligence, stimu- 
lated ambition, all bearing fruit in grand national 
development—unparalleled in all times—stand before 
all men, too conspicuous to need pointing out. “Si 
monumentum queris, circumspice.’—if you seek the 
evidence look around. 

Protection is rational—it 1s theoretically advanta- 
geous. The reasons why it is so are apparent, and the 
soundness of the principle is confirmed by our national 
experience. 

Still there are objections heard every day, chiefly 
from college professors and men unused to consider 
practically the methods and issues of business. Let us 
examine some of them which are just now most urged. 

The tariff is said to be a tax, There can be no ob- 
jection to a tax unless it is unjustly laid, inasmuch as 
taxes are an indispensable incident of government. But 
this is said to be a tax for the benefit of a few. It 
is fora monopoly. When it is considered that a pro- 
tected industry is open to the competition ot the nation, 
it is clear that the protection is for the nation against 
foreign competition, and therefore no monopoly. 

It 1s claimed that it hinders foreign commerce. Yet 
no nation ever advanced further in foreign commerce 
than has ours since the protective policy has prevailed. 
It may be said that the increase is largely agricultural. 
Yet the export of our manufactures during that time 
has increased as fast as the export of our farm products, 
or in the same ratio. It is said that unless we 
import we cannot export, and that protection keeps 
us out of the markets of the world. Yet if 
we ceased to manufacture and should try to im- 
port the things we must have, we could not pay for 
them, as our agricultural commodities could not be 
marketed in quantities large enough to liquidate our 
debt. We must manufactures what we want or go with 
out. And, in fact, it is only by the results of compe- 
tition among ourselves under a protective tariff that we 
have $150,000,000 of manufactures to export to foreign 
countries whereby we can pay for a large part of the im- 
ports which otherwise we would not have. The dog- 
ma of reciprocity in trade, disproved by the first glance 
at statistics, must give way to the doctrine that each 
nation must pay for its imports with its exports, and if 
under the protection policy we develop our manu- 
factures, we shall have the meansto pay for what we 
want to import. If we permit these industries to be 
stricken down by the heavy hand of free trade, our im- 
ports would soon diminish for want of exportable prod- 
ucts to balance them. This would mean national pov- 
erty. Our national experience confirms this view. 
Our attempts at free trade, or tariff for revenue, in 
former days, have always been followed, after a brief 
interval, by diminished imports due to inability to pay 
for more. 

With a dim sense of these truths some of our manu- 
facturers have sought the remedy in free raw materials. 
The more intelligent, but less scrupulous, among them 
know that this is a delusion, and under the specious cry of 
free raw materials they cloak the design to reduce the 
standard of wages. Cottonisfree. Soissilk. We have 
both of them as cheap as any other nation. Yet, while 
building up our own cotton and silk industries with 
magical rapidity, we export comparatively few cotton 
goods and almost no silks atall. Free raw material is, 
then, evidently not the wand which will open our way 
to foreign markets. The difficulty is not far to seek, 
and we find it in this simple statement : Wages in the 
United States are twice as high as in England, two and 
a half times as high as in France, three times as high as 
in Germany and four times as high as in Italy. This 
statement is too general to be exactly true in all cases, 
but it hgs been so stated by a competent authority and 
is sufficiently exact toshow what will prevent our free 
access to the markets of the world so long as the Ameri- 
can workingman maintains his present high standing as 
an American citizen. The advocates of free raw mate- 
rials and a foreign market may wish to see him abdi- 
cate that position and take his place by the side of his 
foreign competitors. I do not. No earnest, patriotic 
American does and never will. We must, therefore, 
find some other way of getting into foreign markets, 
and that will be through American ingenuity and skill, 
the result sure to come from superior education and a 
higher scale of living. We are now in many things 
reaching out to compete with poorly paid labor abroad. 
Even free-trade Englishmen demand the American 
axe and chisel, and we know the triumphs of the loco- 
motive, the sewing-machine, and now of American 
flour. Let us not be too hasty. The victory will come ; 
is coming now. The dayis only now ended when an 
American lady would not buy an American silk. To- 
day she wants no others. And it will not be long be- 
fore our silks will be wanted abroad—not cheapened 
by free trade, but by more intelligent effort and greater 
skill. 

With this illustration of the advantages and methods 
of our American protective system, let me urge upon 
all who are interested in our growth and prosperity, 
in the maintenance of our higher civilization, to hold 
fast to what has been proved good, to defend it by 
voice and by vote, and to make protection of American 
labor and industry a permanent characteristic of our 
commercial policy.

Market Review.

hoe Paper Company from blame. Ina recent 


issue of one of the Paterson papers the com- | 


pany made the appended statement : 


The Ivanhoe Paper Company desire to present to the 
public a plain statement in regard to the terrible mis- 
fortune which befel their employees and themselves on 
the 23d day of April last. While the matter was under 
official investigation it did not seem proper for the 
company to speak, and they were obliged to remain 
silent while an uninstructed and excited public senti 
ment condemned them of all sorts of crimes. At last 
the company feel justified in attempting to correct 
some of the false notions current about the affair. 
Perhaps the best way to accomplish this result will be 
to state in an orderly way some of the undisputed facts. 

The thing that exploded was not a boiler for the gen- 
eration ot steam, but a rotary steam-drum or rag boiler. 
It contained no flues. No fire ever had been applied to 
it. It was used for boiling the paper stock by steam in- 
troduced into the interior of the cylinder, and, as all 
paper manufacturers know, the pressure of steam 
knowingly allowed in it would never be over forty or 
fifty pounds. In fact, the pressure desired for the proper 
* cooking"’ of the stock is under forty pounds. This 
rotary drum was supplied with steam bya long pipe 
leading from a large generating boiler in which the 
pressure was ordinarily from eighty to ninety pounds. 
The rotary drum was provided with a safety-valve set at 
fifty pounds, but as some evidence has been offered, or 
rather some charge has been made, that this valve was 
not in good working order its existence may be disre- 
garded. But it is not disputed that there was on the 
pipe supplying the drum with all steam a ‘ back-pres- 
sure valve” set at forty pounds and locked. This valve 
was new last February, was of the most approved pat- 
tern and in perfect order. It made it a physical impos- 
siblity that more than forty pounds of steam could pass 
into the drum. No one could alter this valve without a 
wrench. So far as human reason can deal with the 
problem the demonstration is absolute that the drum 
gave way in some part while under a steam-pressure not 
greater than forty pounds to the square inch. Assum- 
ing this to be true the question arises, how came the 
drum to become weakened to such a degree, and that, 
téo, without the knowledge of the company? The age 
of the drum about which so much has been said is of 
little importance. The iron has been tested within the 
last fortnight and its tensile strength found to be prac- 
tically unimpaired. So little strain is brought upon a rag 
boiler that its iron under favorable conditions may last 
almost indefinitely. 

The prevailing opinion of the experis of Paterson 
seems to be that the drum had corroded upon the out- 
side in many places, especially around the man-holes, 
until the iron had been reduced to in some places the 
thickness of an eighth of an inch or even less, and that 
this process of corrosion, which had been going on for 
a long time, had finally weakened the drum until it 
could not stand even forty pounds of steam. Of 
course, the company have examined this question in the 
same way and in the same light as outsiders. Possibly 
this conclusion of experts may be erroneous. But as- 
suming the popular view to be the correct one, the 
company desire to show what they did to discover the 
true condition of the drum—what care they exercised 
over it. If they used all reasonable care they are not 
responsible ; if they did not use the degree of care re- 
quired under the circumstances, then, of course, they 
are responsible. 

On September 1o, 1885, only a year and seven months 
before the explosion, the drum was tested by the hy- 
draulic apparatus of Samuel Smith & Son up to a hun- 
dred pounds with no indication of weakness. At that 
time also the stay-bolts which brace the drum on the 
inside were rencwed. For further security, and mainly 
in order to obtain regular expert inspection, an insur- 
ance of the drum, with all the other boilers, was effected. 
On December 14, 1385, sixteen months and nine days 
before the explosion, Thomas J. Reynolds, the expert 
inspector of the American Steam-Boiler Insurance 
Company, made an inside hammer and chisel test of the

1887, the insurance ran out and after some negotiation 
as to terms, &c., was renewed in February, and fifty 
pounds’ pressure was allowed to the drum. Since the 
renewal of the insurance this company have stood 
ready to submit all their boilers to the inspection of the 
experts of the insurance company, but up to the time 
of the explosion no expert presented himself and no 
notice to prepare fér an inspection was received. 
Probably the insurance company felt they need not be 
in haste about making further tests, in view of the very 
recent tests and inspections of the year before. And 
yet after all this course of diligent, careful testing and 
inspection by this company and the insurance experts — 
after the experts have over and over again certified to 
the “ good,"’ condition of the drum and allowed it to 
carry fifty pounds pressure of steam, it explodes be- 
cause, 38 is alleged, it was too weak to carry forty 
pounds pressure of steam. And then the popular de- 
mand for some scapegoat causes this company and its 
officers to be loaded with the blame of not knowing by 
foresight what to the hindsight of many now seems so 
clear. It is not perhaps fairto complain of the injus- 
tice of the popular judgment. A frightful loss of life 
had occurred. All sorts of mean and shameful stories 
were circulated reflecting upon the company and its 
officers. If the company had been guilty of any one 
of several charges made against them they would have 
richly deserved all the censure they received. And yet 
the company were obliged to submit in silence. 

This company claim that they have fulfilled the ut- 
most requirement of law in respect of the drum which 
exploded. The officers of the company have daily 
staked their lives and their property upon the tests and 
inspections which have been made by the best experts 
who could be procured. A great loss of property has 
fallen on the company. But they deny that they have 
been negligent. They are advised by counsel and they 
claim that they are not in any way legally liable either 
to the State or to any of the persons who have 
been afflicted or injured by the explosion. The com 
pany, having met with a great loss at a time when it 
could ill afford to bear it, is entitled to the sympathy 
instead of the censure of the public. But the persons 
who suffered most from the explosion sustain a pecu- 
liar relation to the company, and the company have 
therefore desired to treat them not merely as persons 
making a legal claim which might be successfully re- 
sisted. On Sunday, April 14, the day after the explo- 
sion, before the cause of the explosion had been ascer- 
taiued, the directors of the cqmpany unanimously | 
agree} that the company should make every effort to 
bear the entire loss without raising the question of 
legal liability. The reason for this determination was 
because the principal sufferers were their own people, 
with whom they deeply sympathized, and they pre- 
ferred for many reasons not to raise the question of lia- 
bility foran accident which had occurred in their own 
mill.
